Admiral Byrd 
Sees Polar As 
Food Storage 


WASHINGTON. -- Rear Admiral 
Richard Byrd, returning from the 
Antarctic expeditton, said that long- 
range planes and dynamic ice-break- 
ers have cracked the great white 
south polar continent wide open for 
exploration, and within 25 years men 
may be tapping its resources. 

“There's an awful lot of coal down 
there,’ he said in an interview. 

Byrd also envisaged exploiting the 
vast ice cap as a natural refrigerator 
for storage of surplus crops in bump- 
er years. ‘‘The world need never have 
another famine,’ he said.

Sewing Mac 


hine Sense 


by Jim Cameron 


Considering that about nine out 
of ten people who own Sewing 
Machines have no instruction book 
with their machine, they may find 
it worthwhile to clip this article 
and place it in a sewing machine 
drawer for handy freference. 

There are over eight thousand 
makes of sewing machines -listed 
by a well known needle manufac- 
turer. Most of these machines can 
be classified as Vibrators, Rotaries 
and Oscillators. 

Lower Thread Tension 


The Rotaries and Oscillators are 
commonly called round shuttle 
machines and have the lower 
thread tension mounted on a Cir-! 
cular piece that holds the bobbin, 
called the bobbin case, while with| 
the Vibrators, commonly called 
long shuttle machines, the lower | 
thread tension is mounted on top | 
of the shuttle—it is in the form of | 
a thin blade of spring steel he'd 
and adjusted at the front end by 
4 small screw. This screw in the 
long shuttle machine (and . there 
is also one on the round shuttle 
bobbin case—sometimes two) is 
the most critical adjustment that 
the sewing machine operator is 
called upon to make from time 
to time, due to broken bits of 
thread and accumulation of dust 
and lint getting under this deli- 
cate lower tension spring. 

Many sewing machine repair- 
men claim. that, this adjustment 
should not be made by other than 
an experienced machine man; per- 
haps this-is a good ‘business policy, 
but I would advise that every 
operator should make it a point 
to become particularly well ac- 
quainted with this part, especially 
what is demanded ef it; the amount 
of pull requireqd when the shuttle 
or bobbin case is held with the: 
left hand and the thread pulled | 


such as curtains and fine silks. 


Bent Needle Trouble 


A needle may become _ bent 
slightly from sewing over a heavy 
seam and the bend not be visible 
to the eye, and since the needle 
point will still clear the needle 
hole, it will be considered to be 
alright, whereas the machine will 
start to act up and especially to 
miss stitches; for this reason a 
new needle should be tried and if 
the trouble is corrected the old 
needle should be destroyed. 

The Dull Needle 

If the point of the needle be- 
comes blunted’ without becoming 
bent it can easily be sharpened 
again on an emery stone by draw- 
ing .the needle point along the 
stone with the butt held about 
twenty degrees above the stone

Loose Neede Clamp 

A loose needle clemp will allow

Upper Thread Tension 

The proper setting of the upper 
thread tension has much to do)

es, the upper thread tension is sev- 
eral times the greater. 

The point is, the operator of a| 
machine should become well ac- 
quainted with just the right amount 
of pull required for their particular | 
machine from both the upper and 
lower tensions; this can best be 
determined by practice, for the 
essential thing is a steady ‘even 
stitch, with the knot buried in the 
heart of the material being sewed. 

Stitch Regulator 

The length of stitch-regulator is 
located in various places on ait-| 
ferent makes of machines ,bit 
usually’ somewhere at the right) 
hand end of the machine and with | 
practice one becomes acquainted 
with the proper setting for the 
length or stitch desired.

Presser Foot Regulation 

The presser foot has a bar with 
spring which passes. vertically 
through the front piece.

Winding The Bobbin 

The bobbin winders: on most 
macines have no device to ensure 
the thread being wound tightly on 
the bobbins to ensure the proper 
bobbin action in the shuttle or 
bobbin case while the machine is 
in action. To overcome this, allow 
the thread to pass through the 
fingers of the left hand on its 
'way from the pool-té the bobbin 
winder. 

A common praciies in winding 
bobbins is top lace the eng of the 
thread from the spool across the 
end of the bobbin to facilitate a 
quick start in winding. This is a 
good idea, but this bit of thread 
must be trimmed off before the 

obbin is set in the shuttle or 

obbin case, as it will interfere 
with the free turning of the bobbin. 
Different Sized Bobbins — 

Make sure that all the bobbins 
for your machine are of exactly 
the same length and that the end 
discs are exactly of the same dia- 
meter. . 

Needle Size 

A good, rule to follow in deter- 
mining proper size of néedle is to 
use fine needles with’ fine thread 
with fine cloth, and coarse needles

Commencing Sewing 


Before inserting material under ;|f

back of the presser foot. By doing 
this you will avoid a lot of trouble- 
some entanglements. 
Removing Sewed Material 
When removing. sewed material 
from the machine, lift the presser 
foot: lever and pull-the material 
directly to the back of the machine. 
This will ensure the upper thread 
staying within the fork of the 
presser foot and avoid the bend- 
ing of the needle. 
| Don’t at any time allow your 


machine to run without material 


under the presser foot,,as you will 


wear a groove in the foot or dull 


the teeth in the feed dog, or both. 
Other Important Points 

Be sure to use the same size 
of thread on the bobbin. as that on 
the spool.

We bt 
up large and efficient organizations 
in Cariada to deal with problems 
relating to the ravages‘ of plant

with few exceptions, we still con- 
sider weeds the incidental responsi- 
hility of a. handful of botanists, 
agronomists, and other agricultural 
scientists.

Physical strain has nothing to do 
with heart disease. Exercise, how- 
ever, reveals or may reveal it, Exer- 
cise may make existing heart disease 
worse if the damage is severe or if 
the disease be active as in rheumatic 
fever. On the other hand, exercise 
carefully controlled can improve the 
reserve of a damaged heart. 

Everyone with heart disease needs 
careful direction or advice as to the 
amount and degree of exertion he 
should undertake. Also, those over 40, 
and especially those over 50, with no 
known heart disease, are wise to have 
occasional examinations. 

It is sometimes a very difficult 
question for a doctor, in the case of 
a cardiac patient, to decide as to

Everyone with heart disease, there- 
fore, needs careful direction or ad- 
vice as to the amount and degree of 
exertion he should undertake. 

Many people who have recovered 
from coronary thrombosis think they 
are permanent semi-invalids and 
should always avoid exercise. This is 
quite unnecessary and possibly harm- 
ful. This disease is something like a 
broken leg to the majority of people 
that have it. It is something from 
which one recovers and is well and 
strong afterwards. A new attack is 
always the result of new coronary 
disease. New coronary disease is. in 
no way the result of exercise. Here 
is the ideal situation to apply the rule 
that any exercise which is comfor- 
table is harmless and probably is 
beneficial. : 

To the above rule that exercise that 
is comfortable is all right and bene- 
ficial, there is an occasional excep- 
tion. There is a great difference in 
the sensitivity of patients. Some 
people (very rarely) with serious 
cardiac disease, due say, to coronary 
sclerosis, have little or no discomfort 
on exertion, and occasionally such 
cases are quite comfortable when 
they’ have oedema of the legs or 
lungs.:..On the other hand... (some) 
...patients will complain bitterly of 
“missed beats” or a nervous palpita- 
tion, or anything equally -unimport-

Meteorology ‘Still 
Inexact Science 


Weather Man Should Not Be 
Blamed For Unreliable Forecasts 

Everyone says that weather fore- 
casting is unreliable. Everyone blames 
it on the “weather-man”; But the 
is that the “weather-man” 
does not yet possess the full scientific 
knowledge which alone makes proph- 
ecy prosper. Meteorology is still an 
inexact science—like sociology. 

The war produced valuable data 
because “met, flights’—-high-altitude 
observation by trained air force ob- 
servers—became imperative for op- 
erational bombing. Now, however, 
meteorologists know that: they also 
require ground-temperature ‘record- 
ings on a world-wide scale - since 
these, too, affect weather forecasts. 
Then there is, moreover, the tempera- 
ture of the rocks which may be de- 
pendent on radio-activity in some 
parts of the world. 

Odd influences affect the weather. 
A curious fact about those areas of 
Siberia where the ground is perma- 
nently frozen is that they are slowly 
becoming smaller. The frost is re- 
treating northward, the subterranean 
ice is melting, and the climate by 
slow degrees is becoming warmer.

Thus, weather-telling is so complex 
a business that hefore the “weather- 
man” can outlive his present unenvi- 
able reputation, he must be able to 
get all the relevant facts not only 
from the stratosphere and ionosphere 
many miles above the earth, but from 
the rocks and waters below its sur- 
face as well_—Ottawa Citizen.
